$20 billion appropriations measure which will more than double the number public 


service jobs. 


The appropriations measure will also open important new employment and training 


opportunities for groups needing them, including youths, military veterans, migrant 


farmworkers, and American Indians, according Secretary Labor Ray Marshall. 


Marshall immediately directed the Labor's Department regional employment and 


training administrators release $6.6 billion newly available public service 


job funds. 


These will released once state and local government prime sponsors 


under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act. 


The appropriations measure, House Resolution 4876, the economic stimulus 


appropriations bill, which includes billion for public service jobs, and 


additional 200,000 jobs for young people. 


The President said the public service jobs "will help put people back work 


who are difficult employ." 


Also included the $20 billion measure $631 million countercyclical 


allocations which are part the economic stimulus program. 


The balance includes general revenue sharing funds. 


House Resolution 11, the public works bill, will provide estimated 600,000 


private sector jobs--300,000 construction and 300,000 related industries. 


The bill provides immediate funding for state and local proceed with 


projects that will beneficial people their jurisdictions. 


President Carter emphasized that the program “will administered the local 


and state levels government."

WASHINGTON Public service jobs for out-of-work Americans will increased from 
310,060 725,000 with $6.6 billion ready for allocation soon President Carter 
signs the appropriation bill. 

Secretary Labor Ray Marshall announced that the record total funds ready 
for distribution among the 445 local and state governments that are prime sponsors 


under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA).

UNDOCUMENTED WORKERS ‘ONE MOST SERIOUS 
CIVIL LIBERTIES MARSHALL SAYS 

NEW YORK Secretary Labor Ray Marshall has called the problem undocumented 
workers “one most serious civil liberties problems that face." added: 
“they represent under-class who live among us, but are outside the protections 
all our basic labor laws." 

Citing this problem one “too long ignored," Marshall pointed out that President 
Carter would the next few weeks Administration's policy undocumented 
workers aliens, they are often called. 

many said, “have clung the mistaken notion that the problem 
was both temporary and reversible." 

Marshall said that although the flow undocumented workers may vary from year 
year, the basic pattern clear. long there are vast discrepancies between 
the opportunities this country and those the underdeveloped world, the United 
States will continue beacon the unemployed around the world. 


Marshall stressed that one wants return the days mass round-ups 


aliens and said that “none are insensitive the terrible human tragedies that 


accompany any immigration policy." 

Noting tnat democracy can flourish with under-class outside the protections 
its basic laws, Marshall said another problem with undocumented workers their 
effect the American industries that employ them. 

noted that European immigrants came era when there were basic 
protections for American workers such minimum wage laws, full employment policy and 
job safety and health acts. 

“Today's undocumented workers represent subclass that allows employers 
undercut these standards that have fought for long enact into law," added. 

The Labor Secretary, who has been concerned with the problem undocumented workers 
since before entering the government, said and his Cabinet colleagues were guided

"Ultimately, immigration must seen labor market problem, and the 
only way alleviate it, develop some system civil penalties for those 
employers who hire undocumented workers." Marshall said. 

Marshall acknowledged that identifying undocumented workers was most complex 
problem" and his colleagues faced. 

said the use some sort universal employment identify card disturbs some 
civil libertarians. 

"On the other hand," said, nothing will only magnify discrimination 
against Puerto Ricans, Chicanos and other Spanish-speaking citizens and legal residents. 

“Employer sanctions without some easy system establishing identity will merely 
serve pretext for some employer refuse hire anyone who speaks with 
Spanish accent." 

Marshall added: “Discrimination against these people already serious problem. 
important not adopt any system that will accentuate discrimination against 
Puerto Ricans and Mexican Americans. 

Marshall stated that component any comprehensive policy 
undocumented workers some form amnesty."

WAGE, HOUR VIOLATIONS DISCLOSED AFFECT 
ALL-TIME RECORD NUMBER WORKERS 
WASHINGTON Enforcement federal wage and hour laws during the first half 
fiscal 1977 resulted the disclosure back wages due more workers than 
any previous half-year period the years the Fair Labor Standards Act. 
Secretary Labor Ray Marshall has announced that back wages were found owed 
employers 328,000 workers totaling $58.7 million. This compares with 283,000 workers 
found owed $60.1 million the same six months fiscal 1976, the previous high for 
fiscal year. 
The secretary said the percent rise the number employees found 
underpaid was due the effort the Wage and Hour more than 1,000 
compliance officers. Wage and Hour part the Department Labor's Employment 
Standards Administration. 
Marshall reported that during the first half fiscal 1977 employers agreed 
restore workers $36 million compared $36.5 million the first half fiscal 
1976. this period the number workers receiving back wages rose percent--from 
228,000 255,000.

PROPOSED REGULATION CHARTS METHOD FOR DELEGATING 
AUTHORITY STATES UNDER FARM LABOR LAW 


WASHINGTON proposed regulation published the Federal Register 


May 13, 1977, details the method and procedures under which the secretary labor would 
delegate interested state authority for certifying farm labor contractors 
and issuing cards their key employees under provisions the Farm Labor Contractor 
Registration Act 1963. 
The act authorizes the enter into agreements with federal and 
state agencies use their services and facilities, and delegate them certain 
authority other than rulemaking carry out the act's provisions. 
Enforcement the act will remain the responsibility the department's Wage 
and Hour Division, Employment Standards Administration. 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall said the act does not require the issuance 
regulations prerequisite entering into agreement, but said 
that regulations are being proposed means informing the various states and the 
public that the department willing execute such agreements and explain the 
provisions involved.

WIN PROGRAM FINDS 57,000 JOBS 
FOR WELFARE RECIPIENTS 

WASHINGTON The Work Incentive (WIN) program found more than 57,000 full-time 
jobs for men and women welfare families during the first quarter fiscal year 1977. 

For women, the jobs tended concentrated the service and clerical 
occupations, accounting for more than half the placements. 

The occupational distribution for men tended somewhat broader, true 
the labor force generally. More than half the jobs obtained men were structural 
work, services, machine trades, and transportation and freight handling. 

Dec. 31, 1976, the end the quarter, about 1.5 million people, three-fourths 
them women, were registered with WIN. 

Average hourly starting pay for all jobs was $3.05. The rate for men was $3.67 
and for women $2.69. 

Nearly half those who took jobs earned enough meet their needs 
without welfare. The others continued receive some assistance but reduced 
level, with resultant saving welfare costs. Additional savings were realized 
reduced food stamp costs and for those leaving welfare reduced medical assistance 
costs. 

The objective WIN help employable recipients Aid Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) get jobs and become self-sufficient. The program administered 
jointly the office Human Development the Department Health, Education, 
and Welfare and the Employment and Training Administration the Department Labor. 

eligible for assistance, AFDC applicants least years age must 
register for WIN except those attending school full-time, persons who are incapacitated, 
elderly, persons too remote from WIN project participate, persons needed home 
care for invalids children under six, and mothers other females taking care 
child the father other male relative the home has registered. Exempt AFDC 
recipients may volunteer for WIN. The program operates every state, through more than 
309 local projects. 


WIN was established Congress under the 1968 amendments the Social Security 
Act and revised 1971 further emphasize job placement.

STATE, METROPOLITAN AREA UNEMPLOYMENT MARCH 1977 


WASHINGTON Unemployment rates, not seasonally adjusted, were lower March 
1977 than they had been year before states that reported such data, 
according information released the U.S. Department Labor's Bureau Labor 
Statistics. 
Rates had dropped percentage points more below March 1976 Massachusetts 
and Arizona and percentage points more Florida, Georgia, Michigan, Nevada and Hawaii. 
The lowest unemployment rates continued toward the geographic center the 


Nation; both Kansas and Nebraska reported below percent. 


The highest rates the 


Continental United States were the Northeast. 


Rates were also very high the west coast. 


Three states--New Jersey, Maine, 


and Alaska--had over percent unemployment this March compared with states 
March 1976. The National unadjusted unemployment rate was 7.9 percent March. 
Over-the-year improvement the unemployment situation was reported for 178 
the large metropolitan areas for which March data were submitted, with decreases 
percentage points more the unemployment rate these areas. Rates 
the areas the New England states decreased much percentage 
points, and there were also sharp reductions all areas Michigan. 
The unemployment situation was worse this March than year before areas, 
including four areas Louisiana and two each Wisconsin, Illinois, Virginia and California.

CHANGES CONSUMER SPENDING PATTERNS 

WASHINGTON new analysis consumer spending shows that transportation 
expenditures increased more between the 1960s and the 1970s than spending for food 
housing, excluding mortgage principal payments. 

The analysis, published the U.S. Department Labor's Bureau Labor Statistics, 
compares nationwide surveys consumer expenditures conducted the federal 
government 1960-61 and 1972-73.

These movements continue the direction changing consumption patterns took 
place between the 1950s and 1960s, but the increase automobile transportation 
expenditures the more recent period far exceeded the earlier increase.

explanation that medical costs reported the survey refer only out-of-pocket 
expenses families and not include health insurance premiums paid employers 
the government. Since 1960-61, there has been vast expansion employer and 
government-financed insurance plans. Increases these costs are reflected costs 
business and government and not direct expenditures families for health insurance. 

The survey results are derived from information collected during 1972-73 from 
sample 20,000 families. Historically, Consumer Expenditure Surveys have been 
conducted every years provide the basis for revising the market basket for 


the Consumer Price Index (CPI).
